, Alfred Grayson has had ezamioiag trial 
before 'Squire Jacob Millar yeaterday 
on the charge of robbing a store on Cabin 
Creek owned by Mr. Tolle.

Alfred Qrayspn has quite an interest- 
ing history. To a reporter of the Bol- 
vmm ha talkad vafyfraaly of hia Ufa and 
career. 

" I was born," said he, "in Bowau 
Oonnty.JKentuclgr, in 1850. My boyhood 
was spent la. Brown County, Ohio. When 
the war broke out I was a restless young 
fellow, and ao I ran away from home and 
Joiaad the Union army in the Seventh 
Ohio Oavalry. I remained with my com- 
pany until 1864, when Captain Smith de- 
Bantod tba oowpaaj at Tajravilla, Ten- 
neaaea. I fanaid tba Ufa of a at^dlar a 
pretty hard one and deserted at the same 
time my Captain grew tired of the pomp 
of war. I spent that winter in the ber- 
racks at Camp Dennison, Ohio. In the 
spring I started out on an aimless tour, 
and the following eight years I saw a 
great deal of the world. I followed run- 
ning the river mostly, and Ifd quite a 
checkered life. 

"In 1872 I came to Maysville and en- 
gaged myself as a farm hand to Mr. 
Charles Dimmitt This was in the spring 
of the year. That fall I attended the col- 
ored fair at Washington and fell in with 
some tough companions — thievts and 

om^laii.. 9oBap«g4iajrobb«AMr^Soi> 
Hnnter'a store. I waa srreated, having 
in my possession a pair ot boots that I 
got by a trade. Tbia and other circum- 
atanoea implicated ma is the rabbary, t I 
waa innocent of the crime but waa unable 
to prove it satisfactorily. They bad me 
todiated and tried ,fo«r tba of avaa, aad ia 
March, 1873, I was sentenced to four 
years in the penitontiary. I was at the 
MpM? bnt.A.ahon vbila when I . had a 
difRculty with a colored convict by the 
name of Tom Taylor, in five years for 
horsestealing. Taylor was a foreman, 
and I had disobeyed an order of his to 
wash a backet. He attempted to punish 
me with a whip. I resisted and assaulted 
him with a loom knifa and axa I. was 
indicted and tried for catting with intent 
to kill, and got one year for it ; besides, 
they gave me sevanty-flva or eighty laabes 
on tho bare beak, ihavad my head and 
made me carry a bah and chain for eitrht 
mon.thfi spd locked me in my cell eyery 
Sunday on bread aad water. During tha 
week 1 was put at hard labor in the heap 
department. I thought I had t>een pun- 
isbad miush mora severely than my of- 
fenae warranted and I baoaipa atabborn 
and recklees. 

" In 1174 there wss a colored prisoner 
by tbe nana ol^irdsony who had aome 
spite sgainllt aaa and would toll lies on 
OM to tba gtwrds to get me punished. I 
warned him t^ let np, and told him I 
would cut his hesd off the next time he 
lied at>out me. He did it a^ain, when I 
attacked ^m with a ki^ife, stablfing him 
nineteen tfaaea. Ha v>t weU, and tbe 
courts Ksve me one more year. 

"In 1^75 X had a desperate quarrel 
with a prisoner over a game of dice. He 
was a Mexican by the nanae of Gunrilli- 
ano, and had threatened to take my 
heart out on a^QOont of some enmity. 
He called me a s— n of a l>r— b several 
times, and assaulted me with a itick 
when I lunged at bias with ^ pocket 
knife, inflicting woanda from which he 
died a few days afterwards. The Mexi- 
can on ma death-bed confessed be waa to 
blame and requested -tlta( I shouldjwt 
be punished. However, I wsa indicted 
for murder, but through the eflbrto of 
Mr. Ira iluliau. of Frankfort, my lawyer, 
I was acquitted. I served , out nty si« 
years sentenoe and was discharged De- 
cember as, 1878. I was given a light salt 
of ctothaa, a pafaraf shoaa, aaUoo shirtaad

$5 in moMy.< Tbe weather was bitter 
cold and f banted work in vain. My 

clothes were so thin I couM not stand 
the weather. 1 walked into an otBee 
while tha aoaapaato- waeat abaent and 
took a heavy »»iit of (•loth«'S. I did not 
know who the clot eo belonged to. I 
needed them to keep warm. It turned 
out that the ciotbee belonged to Mr. Ira 
Julian, the lawyer «bo bad befriended 
me in the foirta. It waa a mean thinx 
to Uke from my, own lawyer, but (did 
not know it at the time. For this nfienee 
I waa triad in Manfb, 1H79, un the cfiart e 
of grand larceny, and on account of my 
previ9U8 convictiona I hey made an ex- 
ample of me and nave liie the limit — a 
life sentence. I don't know why it is 
I alwaya play in socb hard Inck. I an 
deratand the law under which I wv.s tried 
has been in tbe books for more than 
twenty yaara, and y«t my conviction was 
the flrst under that etatule. At the sau.? 
term of court several others were tried 
who had previously been convicted as 
maay times as I had. and yet they were 
only given a few years. When I went 
back to the " pen " the fourth time I was 
put in the hemp department. This Is 
the hardeet work there Joe Bode, of 
Maysville, waa one of the foremen. 1 
was under Bode and we never got along 
well together. I alwaya thoafhi Bade 
waa too hard on me. My work • wss 
more than I rould do. I hara known 
prisoners in tbe hemp dapaHaeat to cut 
ofl' their fingers and sometimes a hand 
to keep from doing the work required, it 
waa ao laboriooa. Ton b«d to do a cer- 
tain amount of work aaaigned yoo or be 
punished. In November, 1881, Bode and 
I had a quarrel. For thia and other 
caosi^s I was locked up in an iron cage 
and pift in chains.. When I was not in 
tbe cage I was obsiaed to the floor,' I 
was forced to dreee seveoty-Avo' poands 
of hemp a day when two hundred poonda 
was the usual work a day for three men. 
Daring the year 1881 1 got thareputetion 
of being a bad prlaonar, and waa ao 
known and pointed out to legislators and

" la 1882 whan O(rional Stooa radgnsil 
as Warden, I was released from my cage 
and chains and made a good record from 
then on. I think all my conduct and 
trouble was not so mnoh from fault on 
my part as it wsa from thageaaral faulty 
management and dogged supervision over 
me» and the habit ot appqintiiif aoavicts 
themselves as foremen. IbarenOinaHce 
against tbe prison oflioers, but there are 
evils there that ought to be corrected..
